Tells Incident of Mormon Who Wed

WASHINGTON, January 21.— 


Attracted 
by the announcement 


that Senator Smoot would to-day 
continue his testimony before the 
Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections which is investigat- 
ing the protests against the Sena- 
tor retaining his seat, a crowd 
gathered early.

Culminating Atrocity of Despotism. 


: 
Medieval despotism played its last card—its strongest and its 


'weakest :and. worst—in St. Petersburg yesterday when thousands of 
unarmed workingmen, and their -wives and children, were butchered by 
a ruthless soldiery. 
Conspicuous in the bloody work were th'e Cos- 


Sacks who have for centuries been the instruments of Russian tyranny. 
These wild horsemen from the Don and the Ukraine have no sympathy 
with' the Russian people; they are fierce, cruel and are bred to regard 
themselves as the particular proteges of the Czar; to them is usually as- 
signed the task of dispersing mobs, putting down riots and suppress- 
ing strikes or political demonstrations objectionable to the govern- 
ment. It is'a pastime for them'to flog and slay even the inoffensive and 
unresisting. 


Yesterday, however, the household troops of the Czar, the cfack 


corps-,of the capital, participated in the slaughter. This brings the 
bloody work more nearly home to the Imperial paJace, and is likely to 
intensify the popular rage provoked by the bloody barbarity of the 
Cossacks. It can not be denied that the people were shot down, rode 
'down a,nd sabred in sight of the Winter palace by the Czar's order. This 
massacre cannot be laid on. the .shoulders of subordinates, but must be 
charged.up directly'to the head of the Russian monarchy. 
•'v It must not be-forgotten-that the people so brutally slain were 
absolutely unarmed. They showed in every way that their intent was 
not. hostile ; they were .led by a priest carrying a cross in and hand and 
a petition in the other, and held up their empty hands to show the sol- 
diers that they carried no arms. Yet they were shot down like wild 
beasts. 


What the consequences will be for the moment no man can tell. 


That they will be momentous and far-reaching cannot be doubted. 
With their advance in the arts and sciences the Russian people have 
progressed in aspirations and free thought, and this horror has not 
been enacted in distant-provinces, with wretched ignorant peasants for 
the victims, but in the capital of the Empire,, the seat of its largest 
industrial enterprises and the center of its greatest culture; the vic- 
tims were mechanics not farm laborers, and: their blood has flowed in 
sight of the cultivated classes. It-is blood that will cry out and hiss at 
the infamous system which shed it as long as an Oriental] absolutism 
manacles the energies and misguides the destinies of a mighty nation 
just beginning to feel its strength and the potency of free thought. 
While the occasion of the present, popular demonstrations is techni- 
cally a strike the grievances are largely political in .character. 
The 


-underlying note is a demand for a change in the system of government 
and particularly in the methods of administration. 
The Zemstvos, 


representing the landed interests of the Empire, have recently voiced 
a demand for radical changes; the peasantry of the interior have like- 
wise appealed to the Czar to ameliorate their wretched condition; the 
students of the several universities have also clamored publicly for a 
constitution and liberal laws only to be ridden down and knouted like 
cattle by the Cossacks; and now the mechanics and artisans of the 
great cities have risen in revolt against conditions which have become 
intolerable. 


It is a coming revolution that was baptized in blood yesterday- 


revolution having for its object the rights of man, the assertion of the 
right to persona! security and a fair return for labor. 


Hitherto the dominating idea in Russia has, been that the people 


belong to the government; henceforth the government will belong tb 
the people—an agency for their good not1 their oppression. Out of 
blood and darkness will in time come freedom and the light.

Who Owns Yosemite Valley? 


In a letter to the. editor of the San Francisco Call, Mr. W. H. Mills 


calls attention to two points hitherto overlooked or disregarded in dis- 
cussing the proposed recession.of Yosemite Valley to the Federal Gov- 
, ernment. The forest park surrounding the valley was specially re- 


served to protect the water-shed-of the streams flowing into the val- 
ley and supplying the wonderful group of falls and cascades constitut- 
ing, the chief beauty and charm of that remarkable spot. In essence, 
'therefore, 'the valley is but n.' constituent part of the park. 'If the valley 
had been originally included in the park reservation, Mr. Mills asks, 


. would anybody dream of cutting the heart out of the park and placing 
'.it under separate control?' 


When the valley was ceded to California, the State was given 


'only ..a limited control; the-grant, contained a forfeiture clause, in terms 
the valley; was made .inalienablev forever,- ancL.the. State was forbid- 
den to grant any leasehold.right for. a longer period than ten years. In 
short, the State was granted only the right to pay the bills for controll- 
ing the valley conditionally. 


It is clear, therefore, that the State does not own the valley. It is 


: still restrained from-doing as--it pleases-witn-the grant, in which the 
Government still holds .the. title-in reversion. ' . . . .

'-'sort for the public, consequently the State'cannotlose any of. the bene-

At the headquarters, of :the. Oakland 


Board of Trade there is oii exhibition an 
assortment of choice ripe fruits, .inch;d: 
ing ripe berries, a lot of large and ripe 
raspberries, some ripe loganberries and 
blackberries, and several clusters of ripe 
currants. All of these fruits were plcteed 
from gardens, in Alameda 'county, and 
have matured^ and ripened-in the open 
air. 
The fruits and ; berries completely 


flll' one of the large show windows in the 
Board of Trade rooms at 510 Twelfth 
street and are attracting, much attention. 
So far as is known, this .is the first 
time ripe cherries ha've been gathered in. 
January. 
These cherries, which are fully matured 
and perfectly formed, came from trees at 
the homes of Irving R. Whitney of Berk- 
eley and Oscar Luning of this city and 
from the ranch of tne Neppach brothers 
In Fruitvale. 
The first cherries sent to the Board of 
Trade came from the'home of Irving R. 
Whitney, 1431 Hawthorne terrace, Berk- 
eley, and were gathered on January 11 
from a tree in the garden. A few days 
later Oscar tuning of. 3S55 Telegraph ave- 
nue sent in several cherries and yester- 
day the ;Xeppach brothers of Frultvsle 
sent an exhibit of Black Tartarian cher- 
ries and crabapples. 
The fruits and berries now displayed 
at the Board of Trade rooms, at 610 
Twelfth street, completely fill one of the 
large show windows and the exhibit is 
attracting much attention. Besides those 
already mentioned the following have 
added to the exhibit:

JEWS BELIEVE MONARCHY 


IS TOTTERING. 


News of Trouble in St. Petersburg 


Causes Wildest Excitement 
Among "Bunds" Delegates. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—"Bunds" of 


Russian Jews whose avowed object is | 
the political liberation of their Euro- 
pean brethren, were holding their sec- 
ond annual ^convention in New York 
•while the riots were going on in St. 
Petersburg. 
Delegates were present 


from al! the big cities of the Atlantic 
Coast. 


News of the trouble arrived early 


In 
the afternoon. 
It produced the 


•wildest excitement. 
Delegates 
stood 


on their chairs to cheer. There 
was 
another spasm of cheering when a 
second newspaper extra said that the 
mob was holding firm. The delegates 
were especially pleased with the re- 
port that one detachment of soldiers 
refused, to fire on the moB, this was 
taken as a. hopeful sign. 


Some of the revolutionary and . So- 


cialist 
members 
declared that the 


movement at this time was no sur- 
prise. They said that 
the 
Russian 


revolutionary papers published In Ge- 
neva and circulated secretly have been 
full of intimations of an uprising, set 
to occur after the fall of Port Arthur. 
They all believe the present outrage 
carefully planned. 
Resolutions 
were adopted as fol- 


lows: 
"We, 
the delegates of twenty-six 


Russian Jewish bunds express our full 
sympathy with our brothers and sis- 
ters who made the first open assaut on 
Russian autocracy. 
We see -in 
tljls 
struggle the beginning of the end o£ 
absolute monarchy and we pledge our- 
selves to intensify our activity in be- 
half of the revolutionary forces 
in 


Russia in general and Jewish bunds in 
particular." 
On the East Side news of the riots 


•was calmly received. Hebrew writers 
anfl 
professional men say that the 


feelings of the Russian Jews domiciled 
there are divided. Naturally they hate 
the Emperor and his government, but 
the memory of Klshineff prevents them 
from any excessive sympathy for the 
mob,Morris 
Winchevsky, known among 
his race and party as th« "Grandfather 
oi the Russian Hebrews' Movement," 
Bald: 
"There have been riotous demon- 


strations before but they were stirred 
un among students and other 'intelli- 
Bt-nts." This is the first time that any 
such movement has included a consid- 
erable number of the laboring classes. 
It is no accident."

Socialist 
reviewed 
the iast 
rear's events In Russia and continued: 


"My information from Russia, is that 


thp 
revolutionary 
feeling has been 


growing astonishingly. Little 
boys 


call out on the streets of St. Peters- 
burg 'Give me a kopeck and I'll cry 
•Down with the Emperor..' 
Such 
a 
thin* would have been beyond imag- 


ining when I was driven out of Russia 
twenty years ago. The movement will 
probably be suppressed this -time but 
It will be recurrent and bloodshed will 
only make it fiercer." 


Several other leaders expressed the 


belief that the uprising will amount to 
nothing unless the workmen are joined 
by the soldiery. Meetings of Russian 
revolutionary societies In this city have 
been called to discuss the situation and 
plan contributions for the strikers. 


Ministers all over the city referred 


in their Sunday evening semons to the 
bloodshed in St. Petersburg and many 
invocations to Prvidehce were based 
on the subject.

SUBJECT CAUSING ARGUMENTS 


AT UNIVERSITY OF 


CALIFORNIA. 


BERKELEY, January 23.—To have 


graduate football coaches or not, is 
a live topic at the University, as the 
inter-collegate athletic committee 
of_ 


lalifornia and Stanford men is to de-' 
cide the question this week. 
Colonel 


Bdwards, an authority on sport at the 
University' and a. prominent faculty 
member has announced his views as 
follows: 
" 


"In considering this graduate coach 


system we should consider the mat- 
ter in a general way only. The fact 
of a recent defeat or victory should 
cut no figure in the policy we are to 
pursue. 
Nor should the fact that we 


see a desirable coach in the field who 
is not a California graduate, while no 
good graduate coach appears 
avail- 


able, influence us one way or 
the 


other. We- must 
definitely 
decide 


which system we are to follow—and 
then not leave it, to pursue every but- 
terfly that Appears on the 
horizon. 


ONLY ONE LEFT. 


"We have had six coaches from the 
east. Only one of these left 'anything 
of value. That was Cochran—and he 
was admittedly the best coach in the 
United States. 
And it was only a 
train of unusual circumstances whic'.i 
made 
it 
possible for us to obtain 


Cochran. 


If we pick o-ir coaches at random'we 


shall get men like the other five. And 
when once a man has proved his capa- 
bilities, as had Cochran, It Is only a 
train of unusual events which would 
induce him to come out here and coach 
California. 


NOT EASTERN MEN. 


"But even should'good eastern men 


be obtainable, I think it would be most 
unwise to employe them as coaches 
here, for several reasons of which I 
shall speak. One year we would have 
a man from Yale, next year we would 
draw from Princeton, and so on. The 
result would be a lack of continuity 
Which in turn would preclude the pos- 
sibility of establishing any one style 
of playing—a thing to be avoided with 
the utmost care. 
Moreover, 
should 


we have eastern coaches instead of 
starting in to prepare, for the 
next 
year's game immediately after one of 
the 
California-Stanford 
games, we 


would wait for the next year's coach 
before we commenced operations. Al- 
so -we should always be copying and 
never really learning anything for our- 
selves. This would all tend to make 
us too dependent on the east and its 
methods—which, as it is easily seen, 
is a thing- not to be desired when com- 
pared with the independence and ini- 
tiative to be gained from the graduate 
coach system. 


TWO OUT OF SEVEN. 


"Out of the last seven inter-collegi- 
ate games we have lost two. I notice 
that 'Harvard is sending out to get 
Reed as a coach. Now, Sanford has 
profited by the proximity of Reed— 
using many of his methods, in fact— 
yet we have ably held our own; show- 
ing that we are fully capable of cop- 
ing- with eastern method*.

"Now, the fact.is, Michigan prob- 


ably has the greatest team in the 
United States—except,, perhaps, Min- 
nesota. Nebraska, the only team to 
score against

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


One of the most important of these 


meetings 'will be that of the committee 
on Labor and Capial of the Senate, of 
which Senator Nelson Is chairman. 
This will be held In the Senate cham- 
ber next Wednesday evening <;nd has 
been called solely for the purpose of 
considering the anti-boycott bill of 
Senator Balston. 


The measure is like a two-edged 


sword. It prevents the boycotting of 
a merchant, manufacturer or institu- 
tion on the part of an individual or 
labor union, and, at the same time, it 
prohibits the blacklisting of an opera- 
tive by employer or corporation. La- 
bor unions favor anti-blacklist feature 
of it and oppose the other. The Citi- 
zens' Alliance opposes the anti-black- 
list and favor the other feature. Lead- 
ing labor unionists and members of 
the Citizens' Alliance from San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland have promised to 
be present to take part in tne discus- 
sion.

Some of these when asked their 


age, tell you that they are thirteen or 
fourteen as the case may be, and you 
Instinctively feel that they have been 
deliberately taught to fib, by their 
parents. It is a shame for such peo- 
ple to nave children. It is a shame 
also, that any industry should have 
recourse to this species of 'race ex- 
tinction In order that It may thrive.

One of the bills on the subject makes 


it one offense, in a number of occupa- 
tions, to give employment under any 
circumstances to children 
under 12 


years of age. When the public schools 
are in session, it is an offense to give 
work to children under 14 years of 
•age. Unless in possession of limited 
educational requirements or attending 
night schools, boys and girls mu=t not 
be given employment, under 36 years 
of age. 
Young people under 16 years 


must not be employed at night work. 
These requirements do not affect boys 
and girls on the farm or in the home. 
In the discretion of judges of the Su- 
perior Court, exceptions may he made 
in some instances.

It 
was expected that this idea would bfc 
met with opposition on the part of 
corporations, but, thus far, such does 
not seem to be the case.

CORPORATION. 


"The corporations, I think favor the 


scheme" said His Excellency 
today. 


"The system is in operation In New 
York, New Jersey and several other 
good Republican states, and the cor- 
porations are pleased with it. I ha^-e 
been told by some of them that they 
prefer it to the old system. It has, 
they say, the advantage of certainty 
and simplicity. 'We know now1 said 
one of them 'how much we have gr>t 
to pay. It is so much on our gross in- 
come. It is settled and cheaper and 
less troublesome. Before we had to 
deal with assessors and other officers.' 
That is how the system works there. 
It will not be a taxation on the next 
Income, because we can not find out 
how much that is. I think the plan 
will work well here."
